Mr. Keeler spoke in part as follows:—

ran a campaifjn 
This is the first time 


we have mat since" tlu election whon we 
won our bard-fought but glorious victory. 
The Democratic Standing Committee met 
here the other day and ga^ notice that 
they intended to prosecute a glorious cam- 
'paign and would "inake us hustle." It 
ia my conviction tlmt ivn i ill be able to 
do it. 
In reporting HIM proceedings of 


that meeting the Philadelphia newspapers 
which did such monumei M work in be- 
half of tbo enemy, stated that ihe Demo- 
cratic chairman was most successful in 
conducting a tremendous fight for his 
party by keeping tbe Republican majority 
1>elow 2000. 
He has declared that Roose- 


velt is to be the issue. It is a good one. 
But politicians may do or say what they 
please and in the end it ii the people who 
will control the matter. 
'The wishes of 


the people" should be the keynote of tho 
coming campaign. Mr. Keeler then prais- 
ed the administration of President Roose- 
velt, touching upon the government's vic- 
tory in the trust matter and referred to 
the Democratic cry of "imperialism," 
stating that if the Roosevellt administra- 
tion which was strictly in accordance 
with the will of the people was' imperial- 
ism the country could not have too much 
of it. The Nation having achieved the 
foremost place among all the nations of 
the earth in Wise and- beneficent govern- 
ment of mankind, it was bound to keep 
step with the progress of events. 


The nation is on the eve of one of the 


most important campaigns in the history 
of tbe country and all should do what 
they could in the way of securing victory 
without regard to any, "blutts" of the 
Democratic party.

As their highnesses traveled they Vere 
always making discoveries, by acci- 
dents and sagadty, of things'which 
they • were not in quest of. 
For in- 


stance, one of them discovered that a 
mule blind of the right eye had trav- 
eled the same mad lately because the- 
grass was oaten only on -the left side, 
where It was worse than on the right. 
Now do you understand serendipity? 
One of the mo^t remarkable instances 
of this accidental sagacity (for you 
must observe th.it no discovery of the 
thing you are looking for conies under
